New Duel 
Erupts 
At Suez 


TEL AVIV (AP) — Artillery 
duels blazed between Israelis 
and Egyptians across the length 
of the 103-mile ‘Suez Canal 
today. 

Each side blamed the other 
for starting the new fighting. 

‘An Israeli ‘army spokesman 
said the battles erupted after a 
day. of sporadic exchanges and 
machine-gun fire, 

A Cairo radio broadeast said 
rockets, artillery, mortars and 
light weapons were brought into 
play. - 

The Cairo broadcast claimed 
the Israelis started shooting 
first at Ef Qantara, Firdan and 
Ismailia and then spread their 
fire southward to Port Suez. 

Cairo’s broadcast said the 
fighting began at 5:30 p.m. with 
light-arms fire and rapidly esca- 
Jated. An Israeli spokesman 
said the firing all along the 
canal started at 6 p.m. 


NEW CHIEF APPOINTED 

The fighting erupted only a 
few hours after Cairo radio re- 
ported the appointment of Maj.- 
Gen. Ahmed Ismail Aly as the 
new Egyptian armed forces 
chief of staff. He replaces Lt.- 
Gen. Abdel Moneim Riad, who 
was killed in a canal battle Sun- 
day. 

In the Tast three canaf Patties, 
United Nations observers «said 
the Egyptians started firing first 
every time. 

This fourth clash of Egyptians 
and Israelis came after several 
hundred Arab youths marched 
into occupied Gaza, waving 
sticks and stones in demonstra- 
tions against the Israeli occu- 
piers. They retreated before 
reinforced Israeli patrols.

Accountant E.: Alan Porter, who blew the Common- 
wealth Trust affair wide open in a letter to the Times 
last Friday, was uncannily prophetic when he made his 
alarming reports to the government in 1963. 

After checking the audited: books of the company 
at that time, he warned of a dangerous situation de- 
veloping which “even a layman” could understand. 

Just retired as an inspector of trust. companies,} 
Porter began telling his superiors:in 1963 that Common-| 
wealth: 

1. Was in great danger from the “Crux-controlled 
complex” lurking in the background of its even-then 
tangled affairs; 

2., Was inevitably headed for bankruptcy if its | 
strange policies continued; 


3. Had seriously misleading balance ahette: 


4. Had almost half its $1 million portfolio of: trust) 
money investments in securities held hy Canada Trust 
Company and Canadian Imperial Bank of Commerce 
as collateral for a mystery-shrouded deal.

“This also leads me to wonder how many other documents 
besides the ‘whitewash’ are being held discretely out of circu- 
lation.” 


Ex-Inspector In Winnipeg 


Porter’s reports, dated July 5, 1963, and Feb. 3, 1964, were 
sent to C. A. Perry, then chief trust company inspector who left 
in 1965 for a post with the Manitoba government. 

The second report—I16 pages of longhand script elaborating | 
on the points raised in the first and subsequent events—stated | 
that-Perry and Porter had discussed the ominous implications 
of allowing the only provincially-controlled trust company | 
be locked into ‘a closely-meshed financial group. 

Quoting a reply to his queries in which Commonwealth Trust | 
said it allowed its securities to be kept with those of Common-} 
wealth Savings Plan Ltd. in Canada Trust Company's possession 

“as these companies were dealing very closely with each other,” 
Porter wrote in his report to Perry: | 

“This is considered to be a damaging admission on the} 
part of the (Commonwealth) Trust Company, particularly in 
view of your earlier discussions with the writer (Porter) when 
we were considering the potential hazards which may. be lurk- 
jing in the background if we allowed a newly-incorporated Trust 
Company to operate in close proximity and with Such interlock- 
ing and overlapping interests as would appear to characterize 
the Crux-controlled complex of companies.’ 


Peterson Named Crux 


(Attorney-General Leslie Peterson last month identified! 
A. G. Dunean Crux as the king-pin behind the 50-company 
Commonwealth group which is under investigation by the RCMP 
and will be examined also by a royal commission as a result of 
a series of inter-company transactions and court actions.) 

After comparing Commonwealth Trust's balance sheets for 
May 31 and September 30, 1963, when the. company's. operations 
resulted in investments increasing only $34,100, - while liabilities 
twere increased $1,191,209, Porter warned Perry: 

“It seems to be a reasonably obvious inference |that while 
this condition exists, the company will continue to sustain sub- 
stantial operating losses, as it is certainly not feasible to expect 
thai the limited earning potential_of the present investment port- 
folio can afford to pay guaranteed interest rates to depositors 
and certificate holders, and bear the brunt of heavy administra- 
tive costs, and provide an adequate net return in the bargain.” 

While trying to trace the investments Commonwealth Trust 
made with its depositors’ money, Porter discovered that the 
portfolio included about $300,000 in securities held by Canada 
Trust Company and $180,000 worth held by Canadian Imperial 
Bank of Commerce. 


No Adequate Explanation 


He said-he could not get any adequate explanation why these 
| trust monies were held by the other-firms, except that they were 
coliateral for an unrevealed purpose and the arrangement had 
been ordered by Commonwealth Savings Plan, which sold them 
to Commenwealth Trust. 

Porter suggested to Perry that he might consider pressing 
|charges against officials of both Canada Trust and the Canadian 
| Imperial Bank of Commerce for giving him ‘equivocal’ answers 
to his questions about the arrangement. 
| (Charles O'Hara, manager of the main Vancouver branch 
Canada Trust-Huron and Erie, in which the securities were held 
|for Commonwealth Savings Plan, said today: ‘‘All I can say is 
|that any report Mr, Porter made*to the trust inspector was 
never given to us: I have no knowledge of any written criti- 
jcism of Canada Trust actions in handling the account for Com- 
|monwealth Savings Plan. We were a depository trustee only 
There 
was no involvement whatsoever with Cormmonwealth Trust. If 
janyone can produce any letter—from any time—containing criti- 
cism of our actions, I'd like to see it."’) 

Porter also traced a sum of $80,839 still owed Commonwealth 
Savings for the locked-up securities as listed in Commonwealth 
Trust's balance sheet under the heading of Estates, Trusts and 

Agencies.

Food for Thought 


HE CONDUCT OF THE GOV- 
ernment’s investigation-of Com- 
monwealth Trust Company affairs, 
undertaken in 1964, which a pro- 
vincial trust company inspector, Mr. 
E. Alan Porter, has described as 
“window dressing,” appears to be 
even more inexplicable in the light 
of Mr. Porter’s earlier reports on 
the affairs of the company. 
Now tabled by Mr. Bennett, the 
inspector’s -urgent comments and 


acute criticisms of the “condition of - 


the trust company’s financial af- 
fairs,” written in 1963 and 1964, 
should have rung warning bells at 
the cabinet level of the government 
which had chartered the trust com- 
pany and sponsored insurance of its 
depositors by the federal insurance 
agency. : 

But apparently a superficial and 
ineffectual study by government ap- 
pointees was considered a sufficient 
answer. This creates a most ques- 
tionable situation in regard to the 
provincial government's position on 
the whole Commonwealth ease, and 
calls for public debate and“clarifica- 
tion without delay. 3 


It is obvious that the govern- 
ment must not let the matter stand 
as at present and refuse to call a 
penetrating legislative study of the 
Commonwealth mess. Mr. Porter, 
on the eve of his retirement, tried 


to make sure that his professional ' 


position and that of the other .civil 
servants involved in reports and 
recommendations regarding Com- 
monwealth would be protected for 
the record. A similar action still 
remains to be taken by the gov- 
ernment. The onus is still on Mr. 
Bennett and his ministers, past and 
present, to explain the government's 
apparent disregard of the statements 
of its advisers and its own lack of 
action in the face of an evolving 
situation whose dangers, in the 
words of Mr. Porter’s report, pro- 
duced “sufficient material to give 
even a layman serious food for 
thought.” 

The many laymen who are tax- 
payers and voters of British Colum- 
bia_are now. viewing the Common- 
wealth debacle in this light. The 
next move is certainly up to the 
Social Credit government. 


A Useful Combination 


ISCUSSION IN THE COMMONS 
the other day indicated the 
practical value of having brought 
under one minister, Mr. Jack Davis, 
the federal departments of fisheries 
and forestry. This is an area of con- 
siderable concern in British Colum- 
bia where disputes, notably over the 
provincially approved log drive con- 
ducted on. the Stellako River, 
brought sharp criticism from federal 
fisheries authorities. 

At the time of the controversy, 
federal fisheries experts were limited 
in their position by the fact that they 
were dealing with an industry and 
resource completely separated from 
forestry. Now the minister in charge 
will be in a position to draw on ex- 
perts in both fields to assist him in 
cases where disazreement occurs. 

Mr. Davis has indicated his con- 
fidence that such issues can and ‘I 
be handled co-operatively betw 
Ottawa and Victoria, and he looks 
forward to discussions with Mr. Ray 
Williston, provincial minister of re- 
sources, on problems of joint re- 
source development, “like river 
drives, as floating logs can interfere 
with the salmon resource, and the 


efficient operation of the forest in- 
dustry in river systems waich are 
also vital to our fishery.” 


The federar combination of the 
two departments assumes further 
significance in view of current con- 
cern over water pollution. Mr. Davis 
has-mentioned proposals for a new 
pulp mill-in the vicinity of Ashcroft 
which could have very serious long- 
term effects on one of Canada’s im- 
portant fishéries if satisfatory ar- 
rangements were not made between 
the federal and provincial authorities 
to. avoid contamination inimical to 
the salmon. 


The combination of fisheries and 
forestry affairs under one federal 
minister will not, of course, eliminate 
all conflicts in the field between the 
respective departments here and in 
Ottawa, It should, however, strength- 
en the position of the federal min- 
ister; He will no longer carry the role 
of a defender of fisheries against 
forestry interests, but as a competent 
minister with an obligation to work 
for the co-operative welfare of both 
and the resources on which they 
depend. 


Sunday Sport 


T IS ENCOURAGING TO FIND 

the provincial .government : pre- 
paring to extend to other munici- 
palities the jurisdiction over paid 
Sunday sports which Vancouver en- 
joys by reason of its private char- 
ter. The move has been a long time 
coming, despite the urging of muni- 
cipal bodies. Mayor Hugh Stephen 
placed. the issue in perspective in 
his outline of probable Victoria 


plans-once the required Miinicipal™ 


Act amendment is carried. | 

He anticipates a plebiscite on the 
issue, perhaps at the December civic 
elections, after city council has con- 
sidered the jurisdiction the-amend- 
ment grants it, The plebiscite would 
require a three-fifths majority to 
carry. The local option element in 
decision-forming is important. In 


this community are people who, for 
religious or moral reasons, object 
to paid sport or entertainment on 
Sunday afternoons. There ‘are, on 
the other hand, many who would 
welcome such a relaxation of laws 
to increase the recreational poten- 
tial of the day. Both should be con- 
sulted and the wishes of the ma- 
jority of voters should determine 
council action. 

_ A case may be made against Sun- 
day sport and entertainment. No 
case can be made for withholding 
from municipalities the right to 
make their own decisions under pro- 
visions comparable to those extend- 
ed to Vancouver, The government 
will take a commendable step in re- 
ferring the issue to voters at the 
municipal level. Z 


| Recognizing Negro Culture 


EVERAL DEVELOPMENTS IN 
the adoption by United States 
universities of programs in black 
studies bring a note of optimism into 
the too-frequent discord of demands 
that more recognition’ be given to 
Negro culture and history in higher 
education. Three major universities, 
Yale, Harvard and Minnesota, have 
established degree programs in Afro- 


American studies and five more have . 


announced plans to follow suit. 

In some instances, the studies are 
conducted separately from existing 
courses. In others, they are combin- 
‘ed to furnish a co-relationship be- 


tween the Negro and non-Negro in 
areas of history, literature and other 
fields, Significantly, a high percenit- 
age enrolment of white students has 
been reported—a trend which may 
be expected to continue as the cours- 
es are extended and more become 
available. 

Here, as recognized by Roy Wil- 
kins, executive secretary of the Na- 
tional Association for the Advance- 
ment of Colored People, is an effec- 
tive integrating process offsetting 
the segregating influence that would 
arise if such studies were restricted 
to black universities alone.

Ontario Universities See Austerity Ahead 


'OR the first time in seven years, the 
Ontario government has slashed the 
spending programs of the 14 provincially- 
assisted universities. “The cut-backs 
appear to be of the 
order of $80 millions, 
the great bulk of it in 
¢-apital__construction 
to meet the expected 
demand for univer- 
sity places in five 
years time. Ex- 
clusive of the med- 
ical schools expan- 
sion ‘program, the 
u niversities wanted 
some $175 millions in 
loans in the coming 
fiscal year for new buildings and 
equipment, they are getting $100 mil- 
lions, or about 43 per cent less. 
Provincial grants for operating ex- 
penses have also been reduced ‘by about 
$5 - millions below: the universities’ 
submissions, and the unit value on which 
the grants are based has been increased 
by only 5.5 per cent, compared to 
increases of 10 and 15 per cent in the 
past two years. This will leave very 
little, after cost-of-living increases are 
accounted for, for improvements in 
academic quality — an ingredient which

«the operating grants formula is supposed 


to contain, 

This is the first time the government 
has said no: to the universities in any 
significant way since. the policy of 
provincial support began seven years 
ago, and the government is-not exactly 
broadcasting the fact. Thé recent budget, 


for example, contains the statement that, 


increased capital aid to the. universities 
is one of the areas. hit by the current 
austerity program, but no indication of 
the size of the cuts is given and the 
spending estimates for 1969-70 would 
suggest that the provincial treasury 
continues.to be the source from which all 
university blessings flow. 


Misleading Figures 


Thus, the estimates provide for $320 
millions in university operating grants, 
which is 28 per cent higher than last 
year’s estimated requirements and about 
20 per cent higher than the $267 millions 
actually spent in the fiscal year now 
closing. On the capital side, loans from 
the Ontario Universities Capital Aid 
Corporation are given at $170 millions 
only some $5 millions below the amount 
advanced in the current year. 

But the Ontario budget is a Chinese 
maze which does not easily disclose its 
secrets, and these figures by themselves 
are highly misleading. The capital loan 
figure, for example, includes advances to 
the community colleges, which come 
under the Department of Education 
rather than University Affairs, and there 
is no breakdown on what-is going where. 

So far there have been no outcries 
from the universities or dire predictions 
that the cutbacks will mean some of the 
137,371 students expected in 1974-75 will 


have to be turned away. 

And it is quite possible there will not 
be any, because the Departmerit of 
University Affairs, aware that an 
economy wave was coming, has been 
working day and night for the past two 
months on an interim capital aid formula 
for_allocating...whatever___money_—was. 
available as fairly and as objectively as 
possible. This, the Government hopes, 
will effectively defuse any complaint that 
it is playing favorites or generally 
ignoring the needs of higher education. 


Academic Freedom Safe 


The capital aid formula is roughly 
similar, although considerably more 
complicated, than the formula which has 
been worked out for operating grants 
and which, it would seem, has removed 
the fears the universities had that their 
dependency on government money would 
lead to government interference with 
academic freedom. oa 

Will there be a serious shortage of 
university places? Officials think not: it 
all depends on what the Government 
does-next year: Certainly-there is going 
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to be much over-utilization of available 
space in some institutions — using 
laboratories for lecture rooms, and so 
on — but in the long run, the 
Department of University Affairs is 
confident the five-year space goals will 
be met. 


On a five-year basis, the Department 
estimates -the capital spending of the 
universities, inclutling current. commit- 
ments, at about $500 millions or $100 
millions a year. The fact that the 
government has accepted this figure for 
the coming fiscal year is an indication, it 
is said, that all will be well. 

The universities, tt seems clear, are 
not-so sure, The Committee of —Presi- 
dents has already complained privately 
that the space and cost standards in the 
capital financing formula are too low, 
and departmental officials admit that 
their five-year estimate of $500 millions 
is only a crude first attempt to assess 
the need. The prospect, therefore, is for 
higher rather than lower projections and 
for a shortfall in university programs if 
the government’s current austerity pro- 
gram continues.

The Strong Man Crumbles in Pakistan 


i TORY would never have forgiven 

us if the present chaotic condi- 
tions were allowed to go any further.” 
With these words Pakistan’s leading 
soldier, Ayub Khan, 
seized political power 
in October 1958. To- 
day almost the same 
words are being used 
by the contestants 
struggling to succeed 
him.___— 

Ayub, now Presi-. 
dent and for over a 
decade virtual dic- 
tator of the world’s 
sixth largest country, 
is still Chief of State—but only in a 
lame duck capacity. Last month, after a 
wave of riots and strikes that reached 
near-revolutionary proportions, he an- 
nounced his intention of stepping down 
when his term expires in a” year. There 
is a probability that he will be shunted 
aside before then. 

Students discontented with injustice, 
intellectuals angry with restricted free- 
dom, businessmen irked by corruption, 
East Pakistanis jealous of the favored 
West, have all been spurred. by a rising 
chorus of political leaders to manifest 
dissatisfaction with Ayub's regime. Per- 
haps two years ago the patriotic, self- 
confident and high-handed field marshal 
might have fought back successfully but 
that time seems irreparably gone.

embolism which may have sapped vigor 
from his massive frame, He stilt

The populous but constricted East 
continued to: fester with resentment at 
the West a thousand miles away across 
enemy India. Some twenty families 
managed to retain a major share of the 
national wealth, While the President's 
name remained unblemished, friends, 
associates and even members of his 
family were. accused of malfeasance and 
incompetence, 

It remained only for a catalyst to 
stimulate latent. opposition and summon 
its momentum against the regime. That 
catalyst was the voice of university 
students in Pakistan's. principal cities. 
Deliberately incited by former Foreign 
Minister Bhutto, a brilliant orator if 
neither -impressively, consistent nor 
famed for scruples, the students began 
to turn small demonstrations into big 
riots. They attracted support from 
workers’ unions and professional guilds 
and in thé end almost paralyzed the 
country. 

There are obvious comparisons be- 
tween Ayub and de Gaulle, Ayub claims 
the parliamentary system that preceded 
his “‘Presidential’’ rule had proved itself 
inadequate and that Pakistan, when he 
took over, was on the verge of ‘‘political 
chaos and economic ruin.’ De Gaulle 
had contempt for the Fourth Republic, 
mired in Algeria. 


Ayub wrote of Pakistan in his 
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I, and many other residents of Oak

His only mystique was common sense 
and a firm soldier's hand. Despite a 
slavish propaganda ministry studded 
with incompetents, he never created a 

“real popular base. He limited voting to a 
kind of echo-franchise in an electoral 
college of 80,000 minor officials who 
proved subject to coercion and corrup- 
tion, . 


Demand Change 


‘When the veneer of prosperity and 
stability broke in France last spring, de 
Gaulle was able to prevent the crack 
from exposing the nation’s inner fiber. 
Ayub has not shown either the energy or 
the_skill to duplicate this feat.Freedom 
shrieked_through the fissures in Pakis~ 
tan’s artificial varnished surface. A 
press now unbridled and political leaders 
no longer cowed demanded fundamental 
change and a return to parliamentary 
methods. 

Legally Ayub remains boss, but his 
government his image are swiftly 

_ disintegrating. The political lame duck 
seems fated to become a dead duck, One- 
man rule, after all, looks, rediculous 
when stripped of the: clothing of 
authority... Lord Acton wrote: ‘Great 
men are almost always bad men.” Ayub 
is certainly not bad, but today he Js also 
being exposed as also’ certainly not 
great.

New Ideas 
In Schools

“Operation Well-being and Enjoyment,” sparked- 
off_last autumn by Sweden’s National Board of Edu- 
cation, aims. to solve some of the more troublesome 
classroom problems in Swedish schools. 


Contradicting the traditional 
belief that bad discipline in 
schools is merely the pupils’ 
fault, Hans lLowbeer, the 
director-general of the board, 
admitted there are causes on 
both. sides of the master’s 
desk: “‘Bad teaching methods 
and unsuitable teachers are 
just as often to blame.” 

Some new idéas, designed ‘to 
promote a better atmosphere 
in the class-room, are to be 
introduced shortly in all-out 
effort to overcome discipli- 
nary problems. 

Teachers, parents, janitors, 
administrative personnel and 
pupils are all to be rep- 
resented on a “School co- 
operative Council,” which will 
be able to call on a service 
group of professional con- 
sultants (e d ucationists, 
psychologists. and sociologists 
operating independently from 
school authorities), to investi- 
gate disciplinary difficulties 
and recommend counter- 
measures, 

“School hostesses” ha ve 
been introduced” to” receive 
visitors and help pupils on 
personal matters. When 
necessary, they can replace 
absent teachers by conducting 
“pre-fabricated courses” with 
audio-visual aids. 

In this way, it is hoped to 
overcome some of the dis- 
ciplinary troubles in the wake 
of short-time deputies called 
in from outside and often 
unable to cope with “strange” 
classes. 


Help Set Routine 


An instructive folder on 
"How to improve the school 
milieu”, based on research in 
some. experimental schools, 
recommends closer co-opera- 
tion with the pupils, inviting 
them to take-part in setting 
up instruction routine and to 
comment on their school 
books, 

The change from the selec- 
tive to the elective school 
system (offering each pupil a 
choice to enable him to shape 
his studies according to ‘his 
abilities and interests), has 
resulted (not unexpectedly) in 
a series of difficulties. 

Spurred by the undue ambi- 
tions of their parents, too 
many youngsters have picked 
the theoretical sector. of the 
continuation schools after 
their obligatory nine-year 
comprehensive training. 

In some cases. as Many as 
83 per cent of the ninth (and 
last) grade opted for the 
‘Gymnasium’. Only a few 
decided for vocational training 
and fewer still were prepared 
to start working as 
apprentices. 

This resulted. in bottle-necks 
at nearly all continuation 
schools, and many disappoint- 
ments. More attention will be 
devoted in future to rts 
of practical training to stimu- 
late interest in the wide range 
of careers available. 

The watchword is: “Schools 


for Life’’, All pupils, boys and 
girls, should be equally pre- 
pared to face the demands of 
everyday life.. No helpless 
bachelors or grass-widows in 
future! , 

Cooking, baking, dish-wash- 
ing, ironing and _ handling 
vacuum -cleaners' and 
laundering machines are on 
the regular curriculum for all 
boys and girls for 3 hours 
weekly throughout the 7th 
grade (13-14 years). 

Girls learn to ‘change elec- 
tric fuses and. repair house- 
hold gadgets, Every school 
has a “model home” where 
the youngsters learn to choose 
and handle furniture, mats 
and bed-clothes, to match 
colors and pick the right 
materials and decorations. 


Girls Learn Trade 


The schools’ metal and 
carpentry work-shops attract 
more and more girls, who are 
increasingly interested by 
careers in the engineering and 
building trades. 

Many boys attend ‘‘textile 
courses” to learn sewing and 
mending. In motor work-shops 
they repair their own bicycles, 
dismantle and assemble car 
engines, mend radio sets and 
electrieal equipment. 

Twice yearly in the two last 
grades of the. comprehensive 
school, pupils are offered a 
choice of some 40 different 
possibilities for preparatory 
vocational training and spend 
two-week periods as ap- 
prentices in workshops, fac- 
tories, offices, shops, theatres, 
film studios; etc. 

Some novel forms of pre- 
vocational training have been 
pioneered by Mariekail School 
in Sodertalje, near Stockholm. 
Arithmetic is taught in fully 
equipped grocery and hard- 
ware stores in the school’s 
own “shopping street’’. 

On “shopping rounds’ they 
learn to buy and- sell, to 
handle—cash ‘registers and 
scales, to keep accounts and 
incidentally—by checking the 
regular prices — also apprec- 
ciate their’ mother’s house- 
keeping budget.

Dummies and samples in 
the shops are picked and 
priced by the Swedish Retail 
Association,, whose aim is. to 
make the “customers and 
salesmen of tomorrow 
quality-, price- and design- 
conscious’.

An Unhappy Russian Warns the West: 


Don’t Pin Your Hopes on Evolution — 


MOSCOW — “You Ameri- 
cans,” a Soviet . dissident 
remarked recently, ‘‘are still 
as naive about the future of 
this country as you were in 
the days when Roosevelt 
thought he-.couid charm 
Stalin. : 

“Of course, Stalin and 
Khrushchev taught you a few 
lessons — but you still have 
the faith that somehow every- 
thing is bound to get better, 
everything’s going to come 
out all right. 

“Now the fashionable theory 
is that our country is going 
through an evolution which 
will end up peacefully in some 
kind of Yugoslav or Dubcek 
type of Communism. 

“You think that even if 
Brezhnev is pretty hopeless, 
Shelepin will be better, and 
the one after him — let’s say 
Petrov or Ivanoy — will be 
still better. That would be 
nice to believe, but it shows 
that you simply do not 
understand our system. 


“If you want to think about 
evolution, you should reflect 
on the process of natural 
selection by which our leaders 
emerge. I. am talking now 
about the political leaders, not 
about the scientists or econo- 
mists or diplomats whom you 
find civilized and hopeful 
rightly 60, too, in many cases. 

“But people like Brezhnev, 
Kirilenko and Shelest are not 
like Academician Sakharov or 
Professor Liberman’ or Am- 
bassador Dobrynin: They 
come out of a different school, 
they’ve climbed a different 
ladder. 

“How does someone get 
involved in Communist Party 
work here in the first place? 
It happens, usually some- 
where toward the end of 
secondary school or early in 
university or technical school.

“Our brightest youngsters 
— and this has been true for 
30 years or more — go into 
science. A few others, maybe, 
go into foreign languages or 
something else that might 
give them a4 chance of travel- 
ling abroad. 

“So you get a young man 
who is not particularly 
talented ‘in any academic 
discipline, or who is not 
especially interested in any 
specialty — but who does not 
want to live the bard life of a 
worker, doctor, teacher or 
factory technician.

Of Causing Havoc in the Sea 


‘Another single-celled organ- 
ism that proves troublesome 
to persons interested in classi- 
fication is a 
small, cigar- 
shaped crea- 
ture called 
Buglena. The 
difficulty is 
caused by the 
fact that 
Eu glena 
looks like a 
plant but acts 
like an ani- 
animal: and 
therefore may be claimed by 
both botanists and zoologists. 

Euglena lives in stagnant 
fresh water such-as may be 
found in backwaters or drain- 
age ditches or edges of 
swamps. Green-colored water 
from such locations is almost 
certain to contain large 
numbers of these minute 
forms and examination under 
a microscope will reveal that 
each individual contains 
chlorophyll, the green pigment 
that is characteristic of 
plants.

This fusion of plant and 
animal features in one organ- 
ism provides further evidence 
supporting the belief that 
living things have had 
common origin. : 

Most members of the group 
to which Euglena belongs are 
relatively insignificant, except 
to a biologist, and thus escape 
general notice. However, 
some occasionally be come 
very obvious and attract 
wide attention. 

One of these is the organ- 
ism which is largely respon- 
sible for phosphorescence in 
the sea, a globular creature, 
pin head in size which swims 
by means of a single whip or 
flagellum. It is aptly called 
Noctiluca which means “night 
light” and sometimes exists.in,; 


large enough numbers as to 
cause streaks in the water 
colored like tomato soup when 
seen by daylight. 

At night, when disturbed by 
a passing fish, a  ship’s 
propeller or a breaking wave 
each individual glows briefly 
with a greenish light through 
some internal:magic not yet 
matched by man: 

Another is the organism 
which causes “red tide’, a 
phenomemon ‘ th'at occurs 
along our coast often enough 
to produce some concern. 

The creature responsible is 
a very small protozoan called 
Gonyaulax which drifts in the 
sea in countless billions feebly 
swimming by means of two 
whip-like extensions of its tiny 
body.

Presumably Gonyaulax is 
present all year round but 


periodically toward: late sum- - 


mer it multiplies excessively 
reaching such tremendous 
numbers that it colors the sea 
in strips many miles in 
extent. 

At these times these 
organisms become an 
important food item for 
mussels, clams, oysters and 


in. fact__any animal which 
filters its food from the 
water. 

Unfortunately Gonyaulax 
contains an alkaloid which 
becomes concentrated in the 
body of the animals which 
feed upon it but apparently 
does them no harm. 

However when other ani- 
mals, including man, eat the 
infected molluscs’ these toxic 
substances are released 
causing sickness, accom- 
panied by paralysis and often 
ending in death.

Sometimes. these drifters. 
wreak havoc in another way. 
Under certain conditions they 
multiply so excessively that 
the populations outstrip the 
ability of the sea to support 
them. 

The organisms begin to die 
in immense numbers and in 
so doing their decaying bodies 
apparently depléte the oxygen 
supply in their immediate 
area, : 

The oxygen lack plus the 
build up of toxic alkaloids 
released from the disinte- 
grating bodies combine to 
cause the death of fish over 
wide areas of the sea. Such @ 
calamity happens periodically 
off the coast of Florida but so 
far ‘it has not occurred in 
Canada.

Just a Pretence?

OTTAWA — Does anyone 
really believe that the govern- 
ment hasn’t already decided 
that Canada will remain a 
member of the North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization, contribu- 
ting very nearly as much (or 
as little, if you belong to the 
other school of thought) as it 
does now to the military 
strength of the alliance? 

Obviously External Affairs 
Minister Mitehell Sharp 
doesn't. He has become more 
alert to the encircling menace 
as the review has gone along, 
until now, if there were to be 
any change in the Canadian 
commitment, except perhaps 
to increase it, he would have 
no alternative but to resign. 

Consider his comments the 
other day in Calgary. The 
danger is very clear; the 
intentions of an ever-more- 
powerful Soviet Union remain 
uncertain; there are un- 
resolved situations in Europe 
which could ignite a nuclear 
war; NATO provides effective 
defense at an economical 
price. 

If all of those #hings are 
true, or even if Mr. Sharp 
simply believes them to be 
true, he could not remain in a 
cabinet which decided that 
Canada might withdraw from 
the alliance or reduce its 
contribution to it. 

Mr. Sharp doesn’t simply 
represent one side of an 
argument to which Com- 
munications Minister Eric 
Kierans is the other. Mr. 
Kierans is a minister; Mr. 
Sharp is the minister. 


Sharp on Spot 


When the argument is over 
(as there is every reason to 
believe it is already), Mr. 
Kierans can bow to the will of 
the majority in Cabinet; that 
course is hardly open to Mr. 
Sharp, who would be left 
thereby having to adminster a 
policy which he had publicly 
argued against. 

It is also somewhat relevant 
that if the decision goes (has 
gone) against Mr. Kierans, 
who has said that Canada 
should get out and redirect 
the savings, the worst that 
can be said is that he 
condones _4@ policy which he 
has said to be wasteful. But 


of having to-swallow a policy 
which he had identified as 
dangerouws. to national 
security. 

However, every sign. is that 
Mr. Sharp will be spared the 
awful decision; Canada's 
NATO policy will go on about 
as before, and the miinister 
with it.

To deal with only one 
subject on the committee’s 
list, it's going to consider 
some of the ramifications of a 
policy of neutrality, as prac- 
ticed by Sweden and Switzer- 
land. 

It's a large subject—one to 
which any: committee, might 
devote three or four months 
of diligent swotting.

Mine Group 
Criticizes 
Controls 


The government’s proposed 
controls for strip-mining opera- 
tions are too strong, the legisla- 
ture’s mining committee was 
told by the B.C. Mining Associa- 
tion Wednesday. 

S. R. Rothman, president of 
the 7-company association, 
presented a= brief which ob- 
jected to imposing the controls 

© on existing operations. 

He also said restoration of the 
land to its state before surface 
mining begins is unrealistic and 
the legislation should only 
require reclamation. 

The bills would force strip 
mine operators to reclaim the 
land: they strip -by a_ section 
stipulating “continuous and pro- 
gressive restoration, reclama~- 
tion. and conservation of ~the 
surface.” 

However, the association said 
that in most cases ‘‘continuous 
and progressive reclamation 
and-conservation is impossible.” 

“Tt is difficult to visualize any 
case in which restofation, con- 
tinuous. and progressive or 
otherwise, can be achieved. 

“We suggest that the quoted 
words should be struck out and 
replaced by the words “‘recla- 
mation and conservation of the 


surface, which shall be pro) 
gressive to the extent 
possible .. .”

NEW YORK (AP) People 
who knew James Earl Rav 
say he wasn't a racist, ‘he 
wasn't political and he wasn't 
a killer. 

Why would. a man like that 
kill Rev.. Martin Luther King 
Jr.? 

“T don't agree with theory 
that there was no con 
spiracy,"’ Ray volunteered in | 
the Memphis _ courtrom, 
where he pleaded guilty to Dr. 
King's murder and accepted a 
99-year prison sentence. 

His plea came on his 41st 
birthday. | 

His life, except for the one 
sensational crime, was ° un- 
distinguished, secretive, al-, | 
most faceless. Nearly one- 
third of it was spent in prison. 

When he was fleeing the 
Intensive manhtmt following 
the murder of Dr. King he 
assumed identities of several 
strangers who looked like 
him. 

“He was innocuous. He was 
the sort of prisoner you would 
rarely notice,” said Fred | 
Wilkinson, director of the | 
Missouri department of cor- 
rections. 


SENT TO STOCKADE 


Ray was born in Alton, IL, 
son-of a_laborer-who had nine 
children. 

He never married, although 
he lived briefly with women | 
several times. He liked 
country and western music 
and went to dancing schools. | 

Ray was in the United 
States Army for three years 
after the Second World War, 
in the U.S. and in Europe. He 
was sent.to the stockade for 
three months once for 
drunkenness and breaking 
arrest. 

In 1948, disgruntled at being 
shifted from the military 
police to the infantry, he 
accepted a general discharge 
for ‘‘ineptness.”’ 

Brother John Larrv. Ray 
gaid* Ray didn’t drink or 
smoke and worked hard be- 
fore his army stint. 

“After he came back, he 
drank and didn’t believe in 
working,” the brother said, 
“The army changed his whole | 
outlook on life.” 

After Ray returned to civil- 
fan life, he spent 13 of the 
next 19 years behind bars. He 
served eight months for burg- 
Jary-—in- --Los ‘Angeles, 22 
months for robbéry in Tilinois, 
three years for forgery in | 
Kansas and seven years for 
robbery in St. Louis. 


DID IT FOR MONEY 

“rhere—was—nothing—in_his 
mental makeup or background 
tn indicate anything but a 
recidivistic criminal whose 
crimes were -all associated 
with money,” said Dr. Donald 
B. Peterson, superintendent of | 
the Fulton, Mo., state hospi- 
tal. 

John Larry Ray agreed. | 
my brother did kill King, he 
did it for a lot of money.” 

Ray made three attempts to 
escape from Missouri prison 
and succeeded on March 23, 
1967, by hiding in a big 
breadbox. | 

In the interim before King’s 
murder a little over a year 
later, Ray moved mysteri- 
ously to Canada, through the 
United States and Mexico, in 
the pay of a mysterious 
plonde-- Latin named Raoul, 
whom he met in Montreal. 

He told of his travels in a 
journal made available exclu- 
sively to-author William Brad- 
ford Huie. Ray told how Raoul 
set him up under false 
identity in Brimingham, Ala., 
bought him a white car, and 
financed a  smuggling-and- 
vacation trip to Mexico and 
the west coast, where a 
plastic surgeon removed his 
one distinguishing mark — & 
prominent nasal tip.

A capacity crowd at Elizabeth 
Fisher Junior Secondary School 
heard Dr. Embert Van Tilburg, 
executive director of St. Jo- 
seph’s Hospital and chairman of 
the board of St. Mary’s Priory 
recommend organization. 

He said a hospital society 
should be formed to~ pressure 
the regional hospital district 
and the government. 

“Tf you don’t put pressure on 
the government, you won't get 
it (a hospital).”” 

Another Prigr¥ board mem- 
ber; Pat Btewett, assistant 
director at St. Joseph’s, said 
“without a society there is not 
going to be a hospital in this 
area.” 


EXTENDED CARE 


Greater Victoria and Gulf 
Island Regional Hospital Dis- 
trict last year was authorized 
by referendum to raise $11,- 
480,000 for hospitals, most of it 
for extended-care facilities. 

(These are hospitals for care 
of chronically ill patients who 
are confined to bed and are 
unable to feed or care for 
themselves.) 

The hospital district’ has -ap- 
proved _a $2 million, 150-bed 
addition to Gorge Road Hos- 
pital. Mount St. Mary’s has 
applied to build a 200-bed 
extended care unit. And Health 
Minister Ralph Loffmark has 
proposed a site north of Elk 
Lake, not pinpointed, for a third 
new unit 

The regional hospital district 
is studying creation of a new 
hospital to replace Rest Haven 
at Sidney, which may combine a 
number of acute-care beds with 
a mumber of extended-care 
beds.

How. do you take a barge to Great Slave Lake? Darn slowly. 


Barge Sections Borrow Piston-Like Action 
For Tedious Week-Long Trip on Train 


It’s one thing to build cargo 
barges’ here for Great Slave 
Lake — it’s another to deliver 
them. 

The barges being built by 
Yarrows Lid. are so large 
they must be shipped in five 
sections. Each section covers 
two railway flat cars. 

The Victoria contract calls 
for five barges (a $1.2 million 
contract). That's 40 sections 
and 80 flat cars -- and a 
headache for the Canadian 
National - Railway. 

The CNR shipped out the 


first two sections. Wednesday 
and the balance will follow 
between now and May, says 
company freight sales 
manager John Chalmers. His 
major problem was how to 
bend the barges when the two 
flat cars refuse to travel 
around curves in a straight 
line. 

And what happens when the 
barge sections go through 
narrow. curving tunnels of 
which there are a dozen 
between here and Jasper? 

Solution worked out by 
engineers was to peg one end 


of a barge section on a pin 
which. travels back and forth 
in a slot. The other end rests 
on a swivel bunk. The barge 
section may then move like a 
car’s’ piston, remaining 
straight while the flat cars 
twist beneath them. 

Care-had to be taken that 
there was not so much 
overhang that the barge sec- 
tions would scrape tunnel 
walls or jam themselves in 
tunnel curves, The experts 
figure they have a few inches 
to spare, 


Transport between Victoria 
and Vancouver is by rented 
self-propelled barge. Rail 
transport will be slow and by 
day only. The journey will 
take a week,

Downtown hotel owners are bearing the brunt of public 
abuse for a duty arbitrarily placed on them by Victoria city 
council, 


On Jan. 15 council passed a law making it an offence to 
park-on downtown streets overnight. For several weeks police 
issued warning tickets advising motorists of the offence and 
then, two weeks ago, started issuing the real thing at a cost 
of $2.50 a ticket. 


Apart from the warning ticket period and a request to 
hotel operators to inform their customers about the ban, the 
city has made no move to post signs warning the casual 
visitor to the city that overnight parking is illegal. 

It's the latter city-imposed education program the hotels 
complain about. 

John Sucloy, manager of the Dominion Hotel, Yates 
Street, says the city’s method of imposing the overnight 
parking ban is ‘absolutely ridiculous.” 

“E-have worked in many cities across Canada and I’ve 
never come across a traffic regulation imposed this way,” he 
said. “‘When we have a guest check in he doesn't-always tell 
us where he has parked his ear, and we don’t always have 
time to tell him that he can't park on the street. 


‘Unhappy Customers The Next Morning’ 


“Tt the desk clerk forgets to ask we have a very unhappy 
customer the next morning.” ‘ fa 

One unhappy customer checked into the Times office 
Wednesday ‘with a receipt for $2.50 fine incurred when he 
checked into the Yates Hotel late Tuesday night and failed to 
receive the ‘‘no parking” advice from the desk clerk. 

Bela Domjan, 234 East 15th Avenue, Vancouver, visits 
Victoria five or six times a year on business. In the past he 
has always left his car on Yates overnight. 

Since his last visit the city imposed its overnight ban to 
make it easier for street sweepers_to carry out their over- 
night. duties. Z 

“The $2.50 doesn’t bother me too much,” Domjan said. 
“But the fact that there are no warning signs, nothing to tell 
me that parking is illegal, does. How can the city fine a man 
just because a desk clerk had a lapse of memory?” 

City solicitor T. P. O’Grady admits there is a moral 
problem but suggests that posting signs throughout the city 
would be the worst of two evils. 

“I ean see posting signs if the regulations affected the 
entire populace,”’ he said. 

“But they don’t. They affect only @ small number of 
people who check into hotels late at night or those who 
participate in the night life of the city. 

“Is it worth putting another sign on our lamp standards 
for that?” 

Traffic engineer Dave Campbell doesn’t think so. 

He bluntly-stated-that it -was up to the hotel operators to 
inform the public, but when asked who should be liable for 
the fine if the desk clerk failed to pass the information on to 
guests answered “I don’t know.” 


Inn Picks Up Tab For Ticket Or Tow Charge 


At the Century Inn manager Bruce Auchinvole says they 
have partially solved the problem by picking up the cost of 
parking tickets or tow-away fees when a guest inadvertently 
breaks the law, 

“It's costly, but in the interests of public relations we feel 
it necessary. But that doesn't solve the problem entirely. I'm 
sure many of our guests check out, find the ticket on their 
car and just drive away not telling us about it, but very 
unhappy.” 

Ken King, manager of the Douglas Hotel, says he has a 
sign in the lobby warning guests of the new regulations. 

But he feels more is needed. 

“T think sign posting has to be done to place the onus 
where it should be placed, on the car operator,” he says. 

“T think it is a little hard to expect a desk clerk to check 
where every guest has parked his car.” 

O’Grady noted that the old maxim “ignorance ‘of a law is 
no defence” still held good. 

But another lawyer suggested that in extreme 
circumstances a hotel guest could sue the hotel for failing to 
inform about the new law. 

“Tt’s an interesting point,” he said. “‘The city has toki the 
hotel owners that it is their duty to inform their guests about 
the overnight ban. If the desk clerk fails to do so and the 
guest’s car is: impounded, causing him to miss a business 
deat, could he hold the hotel liable? 

“On the surface it would appear that he could.” 

In the meantime the tickets continue to be issued until 
the city finds a better way of informing the casual visitor of 
the law or an easier way to keep city streets clean.

Underground Railroad Used 
To Bring in Slaves From U.S.

The provincial government 
Wednesday was accused of 
inflating its medicare estimates 
by $40 million to salt away 
money “for playing politics” at 
the next election, 

The accusation came from 
Dr, Ray Parkinson (NDP— 
Vancouver-Burrard) who said 
the government’s own partial 
figures showed it only needed to 
raise $10 million instead of the 
$50 million in the estimates. 

Parkinson also said the indi- 
cations were that the total cost 
of all medicare services for 
B.C. in the coming fiscal year 
will be “about $87.5 million.” 

He said at least $33 million 
will be paid by Ottawa in its 
transfer payments and almost 
all the rest will be paid in 
premiums by wage earners, self- 
employed and employers. 

The province will only have to 
cover the subsidy for some 
200,000 persons in the BC. 
Medical Plan. which had a. per 
capita cost experience in 1968 of 
$56.28, he said. * 

“That’s all you are commit- 
ting yourself yet we are being 
asked to vote $50 million,” 
stormed Parkinson. 


Free Dental Care 


“There is no escaping the fact 
there is some $40 million in this 
vote that is not going to be 
spent on the medical plan.”

Accountant E. Alan Porter, who blew the Common- 
wealth Trust affair wide open in a letter to the Times 
last Friday, was uncannily prophetic when he made his 
alarming reports to the - government in 1963. 


After cheeking the audited books of the émpany 
at that time, he warned of a dangerous situation de- 


|veloping which “even a layman” could understand. 


Just retired as an inspector of trust companies, 
Porter began telling his superiors in 1963 that Common- 
wealth: 


1. Was in great danger from the “Crux-controlled 
complex” lurking in the background of its even-then 
tangled affairs; 


2. Was inevitably headed for. bankruptcy if its 
strange policies continued; 


3. Had seriously misleading balance sheets; 


4. Had almost half its $1 million portfolio of trust 
money investments in securities held by Canada Trust 
Company and Canadian Imperial Bank of Commerce 
as collateral for a mystery-shrouded deal. 


This was revealed Wednesday when Premier Bennett tabled | 
in the Legislature the adverse reports Porter told the Times he| 
had made in 1963. 

“I was taken by surprise to hear the premier tabled them,” 
Porter commented in an interview. “But I'm glad he did. 

“Now: we'll get down to brass tacks.” 

But Liberal Leader _Pat MeGeer failed to get Premier Ben- 
nett's permission to make his motion calling for an immedi- 
ate legislative committee investigation of Porter's statements 
—now supported by a second civil servant. 

And Opposition Leader Robert Strachan this morning . said 
the premier may still be-wothholding more vital documents 
from the MLAs because -he has not revealed the “whitewash” 
report which frustrated Porter over’ the years. 

Strachan said: 

“The premier again is putting up a facade of being .open 
and above board and making everything available. 

“But in turning down the amendment I proposed Monday

“He is still being very selective and this is demonstrated in 
his refusal so far to table the so-called ‘whitewash’ report which 
was criticized so strongly by Mr. Potter,

Ex-Inspector In Winnipeg 


Porter's reports, dated July 5, 1963, and Feb, 3, 1964, were 
sent to C. A. Perry, then chief trust company inspector who left 
in 1965 for a post with the Manitoba. government. 

The second report—16 pages of longhand script elaborating 
on the points raised in the first and subsequent events—stated| 


| that Perry. and Porter had discussed the ominous implications 


of allowing the only provincially-controlled trust company to 
be locked into a closely-meshed financial group. 

Quoting a reply to kis queries in which Commonwealth Trust 
said it allowed its securities to be kept with those of Common- 
wealth Savings ‘Plan Ltd. in Canada Trust Company's possession 
“as these companies were dealing very closely with each other,” 
Porter wrote in his report to Perry: 

“This is considered to be a damaging admission on the 
part of the (Commonwealth) Trust Company, particularly in 
view of your earlier discussions with the writer (Porter) when 
we were considering the potential hazards which may -be lurk- 
ing in the background if we allowed a newly-incorporated Trust| 
Company te-operate-in-close-proximity-and-with such interlock-| 
ing and overlapping interests as would appear to characterize 
the Crux-controlled complex of companies." 


Peterson Named Crux 


(Atterney-General Leslie Peterson last month — identified 

G. Duncan Crux as the king-pin behind the 50-company 
| Commonwealth group which is under investigation by the RCMP 
and » ‘ll be examined also by a royal commission as a result of 
a series of inter-company transactions and court actions.) 

After comparing Commonwealth Trust's- balance sheets for| 
May 31 and September 30, 1963, when the company’s operations 
resulted in- investments increasing’ only $34,100, while liabilities 
were increased $1,191,209, Porter warned Perry: 

“It seems to be a reasonably obvious inference that while 
this condition exists, the company will continue to sustain sub- 
| stantial operating losses,'as it is certainly not feasible to expect 
|that the limited earning potential of the present investment port-

Hotels 
arking Ban 


By JIM HUME, Times City Hall Reporter 
Downtown hotel owners are bearing the brunt of public 


abuse for a duty arbitrarily placed on them by Victoria city 
council. 


On Jan. 15 council passed a law making it an offence to 
park on downtown streets overnight. For several weeks police 
issued warning tickets advising motorists of the offence and 
then, two weeks ago, started issuing the real thing at a cost 
of $2.50 a ticket. 


Apart from the warning ticket period and_a request to 
hotel operators to inform their customers about the ban, the 
city has made no move to post signs warning the casual 
visitor to the city that overnight parking is illegal, 

It's the latter city-imposed. education-program the hotels 
complain about: 

John Sucloy, manager of the Dominion Hotel, Yates 
Street, says the city’s method of imposing the overnight 
parking ban is “absolutely ridiculous." 

“T have worked in many cities across Canada and I've 
never come across a traffic regulation-imposed this-way,”' he 
said. ‘‘When we have a guest check in he doesn’t always tell 
us where he has parked his car, and we don’t always have 
time to; tell him that he can't park on the street. 


‘Unhappy Customers The Next Morning’ 


“Tf the desk clerk forgets to ask we have a.very unhappy 
customer the next-morning."’ 

One unhappy customer checked into the Times office 
Wednesday with a receipt for $2.50 fine incurred when he 
checked into the Yates Hotel late Tuesday night and failed to 
receive the “no parking’’ advice from the desk clerk. 

Bela Domjan, 234 East 15th Avenue, Vancouver, visits 
Victoria five or six times a year on business. In the past he 
has always. left his car on Yates overnight. 

Since his last visit the city imposed its overnight ban to 
make it easier for street sweepers to carry out their over- 
night-duties. 

“The $2.50 doesn’t bother. me too much,”’ Domjan said. 
“But the fact that there are no warning signs, nothing to tell 
me that parking is illegal, does. How can the city fine a man 
just because a desk clerk had a lapse of memory?" 

City solicitor T. P. O’Grady admits there is a moral 
problem but suggests that posting signs throughout the city 
would be the worst of two evils. 

“I can see posting signs if the regulations affected the 
entire populace,"’ he said. 

“But they. don’t. They affect only a small number of 
people who check into hotels late at night or. those who 
participate in the night life of the city.' 

“Ts it worth putting another sign on our’ lamp standards 
for that?” 

“Traffic engineer Dave Campbell doesn't think so. 

He bluntly stated that jt was up to the hotel operators to 
inform the «public, but when asked who should be liable for 
the fine if the desk clerk failed to pass the information.on to 
guests answered ‘‘I don’t know.” 


Inn Picks Up Tab For Ticket Or Tow Charge 


At the Century Inn manager Bruce Auchinvole says they 
have partially solved the problem by picking up the cost of 
parking tickets or tow-away fees when a guest inadvertently 
breaks the law. 

“It’s costly, but in the interests of public relations we feet 
it necessary. But that doesn’t solve the problem entirely, I'm 
sure many of our guests check out, find the ticket on their 
car and just drive away not telling us about it, but very 
unhappy.” 

Ken King, manager’ of the Douglas Hotel, says he has a 
sign in the lobby warning guests of the new regulations. 

But he feels more is needed. 


“T think sign posting has to be done to place the onus 
where it should be placed, on the car operator,” he says. 

“T think it is a little hard to expect a desk clerk to check 
where every guest has parked his car." 

O’Grady noted that the old maxim “ignorance of a law is 
no defence”’ still held good. 

But another lawyer suggested that in extreme 
circumstances a hotel guest could sue the hotel for failing to 
inform about the new law. 

“It's an interesting point,’ he said. “The city has told the 
hotel owners that it is their duty to inform their guests about 
the overnight ban. If the desk clerk fails to do so and the 
guest's car is impounded, causing him to miss a business 
deal; could he-hold-the hotel tiable? 

“On the surface it would appear that he could.” 

In the meantime the tickets continue to be issued until 
the city finds a better way of informing the casual visitor of 
the law or an easier way to keep city streets clean.
